The sur-
prise of the whole affair is the moderate amount
of the trading lo all the leading =pecnlative
articles, scarcely excaeding that of the previous
day. There was nothing developed to really
ec t for the sudaon advanee in prices—only
an iostance where the market was taken from
under the control of any one In particular;
everybody got excited and somowhat rattled,
and were anxious to provide for outstaudin
contracts; the small amonnt of property of-
fered for sale creating very brisk competition
and resulting in the unusual advance in prices,
1t has beon evident that outside parties have
been buving mess pork [reely witlin the past
two or three days, and that foreign orders also
have been liberal. It was hinted that the first
advance of 25¢ was made to feel the market, to
ascertain if the property conld be foreed oni,
and develop the extent of the line of shors.
When this appreciation wasgaived, the market
quickly got beyond the control of those who
were searching for knowladge of the situation,
and for 20 mi rices ad d §3 580 for
May and $4 for June—unprecadented in the
history of the trading in pork at Chieago.
